State Fire Marshal 
Gives Fireworks Guide

INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
— 
Indiana Fire Marshal William 
C. Goodwin confides he explod­ 
ed firecrackers when he was a 
lad. when they were legal. But 
he 
doesn't 
favor 
permitting 
their use outside of supervised 
public displays on the Fourth of 
July again, even in celebration 
of the nation’s 200th birthday. 
“ They’re 
too 
dangerous,” 
Goodwin said, adding he could 
recall 
a 
number 
of 
burned 
fingers and eye injuries among 
acquaintances when it was no- 
holds-barred 
for 
the use of 
gunpowder devices in Hoosier- 
Jand on Independence Day. 
“ I would not favor letting 
down the bars, because of the 
safety factor,” Goodwin said 
when asked if he would oppose 
a law relaxing the regulations 
in 
1976 for the 
bicentennial 
observance. 
Types Are Approved 
Actually, a new state law on 
fireworks enacted by the 1975 
Indiana 
Legislature 
defines 
legal fireworks more specifical­ 
ly 
and 
would 
ap p ear 
to 


authorize the sale and use of 
items not included on the fire 
m arshal’s 
approved 
list 
in 
recent years. 
Goodwin said fireworks ap ­ 
proved for this year are in the 
following categories: sparklers, 
smoke 
items, 
snakes, 
party 
poppers, caps, fountains and 
sparkling items. 


Those outlawed are in these 
categories, Goodwin said, fire­ 
crackers of all kinds, torpedoes, 
aerial bombs, Roman candles, 
fake 
firecrackers, 
whistling 
chasers, Texas twisters, and 
most any item that explodes or 
shoots into the air. 


“ Every firework should be 
used under adult supervision, 
and 
if 
Mom 
and 
Dad 
will 
assum e 
their 
responsibility, 
w ell 
not 
have 
anybody 
in­

C lean, sh a rp tools m ake 
garden work easier and m ore 
fun. But few people take the 
tim e to care for them Your 4- 
H ers m ight have fun and m ake 
money with a sum m er tool- 
sharpening day. All they’ll need 
are files, sandpaper, steel wool, 
oil, and m aybe a vise. H ere’s 
how to go about cleaning and 
sharpening a spade or hoe. 
Remove hard soil by scraping 
tool with blunt end of a narrow 
putty knife, or rubbing with 
medium grit (80) sandpaper. Or 
soak the tool in w ater and scrub 
with a wire brush 
Remove m ost rust by rubbing 
the tool with coarse grade steel 
wool or medium grit silicon 
carbide 
or 
aluminum 
oxide 
sandpaper or cloth. Shine up 
several inches of the tool above 
its cutting edge 
Then advise 
tool owners to m aintain the 
bright, scoured appearance by 
washing or brushing off soil 
after each 
use. drying 
and 
lightly oiling all exposed bright 
m etal. 
Sharpen a hoe or spade with 
an 
H or 
10-inch 
m ill 
file, 
available at nearly all hardw are 
stores A hoe, spade, shovel or 
any other earth-cutting tool, is 
sharp when it has a 30-degree 
angle bevel You can judge this 
visually-it exists when freshly 
filed 
m e tal

proxim ately twice as long as the 
m etal is thick 
Clamp tool in a vise or have 
somebody hold it firmly while it 
rests on 
a 
bench 
Exert 
a 
downward file pressure during 
fo rw ard 
stro k e.

pressure, move file back and 
press forw ard again Continue 
until cutting edge is sharp 
Remove any burrs with a light, 
flat diagonal file stroke across 
the sharp edge. 
Sm ooth

handles help elim inate blisters. 
So touch up rough handles with 
80-grit sandpaper, and finish 
with 120-grit. Then coat handles 
with boiled linseed oil or floor 
seal, let set 20 m inutes and wipe 
off ex cess.
